All these things could no longer be ignored, any 
more than the French and Englirfi Socialism, which was-their theore¬ 
tical, though very imperfect, expression. But the old idealist coneep- 
tion of history, which was not yet dislodged, knei* nMing of class 
struggles bas^.upon economic interests; production and all economic 
relations appeared in it only as incidental, subordinate elements in the 
“history of civilisation.” 

The new facts made imperative a new examination of all past his¬ 
tory. Then it was seen that all past history, with the exception of its 
primitive stages, was the history of class struggles; that these warring 
classes of society are alwa)^ the products of the modes of production 
and of exchange—^in a word, of the economic conditions of their time; 
that the economic structure of society always furnishes the real basis, 
starting from which wc can alone work out the ultimate explanation 
of the whole superstructure of juridical and political institutions ns 
well 08 of the religious, philosophical, and other ideas of a given historical 
period. Hegel had freed histon- from metaphysicsT-rhc had made it 
dialectic; but his conception of history was essentially idealistic. But 
now idealism was driven from its last refuge, the philosophy of historv-; 
now a materialistic treatment of history was impbnnded,*and a method 
found of explaining man’s “knowing” by his ‘wng,” instead of, as here¬ 
tofore, his “being” by his “knowing.” 

From that time forward socialism was no-lqngcr an accidental dis¬ 
covery of this or that ingenious brain, but the necessary outcome of the 
struggle between two historically developed classes—tho proletariat and 
the bourgeoisie. Its task uas no longer to manufacture a system of 
society as perfect as possible, but to examine the historico-econoinic suc¬ 
cession of events ^from which these classes and their antagonism had of 
necessity sprung, and to discover in the economic conditions thus created 
the means of ending the conflict. But the Socialism of earlier days 
was as incompatible with tliis materialistic conception ns the conctqition 
of Nature of the French materialists was with dialectics and modern 
natural science. The Socialism of earlier days certainly critieis»d the 
existing capitalistic mode of production and its cnnsequcnccs. But it 
could not explain them, and, therefore,' could not get the mastery of them. 
It could only simply reject them us bad. The mon? strongly this earlier 
Socialism renouneid the exploitation of the working-class, inevitable 
under Capitalism, the les', able was it clearly to show in what this ex¬ 
ploitation consisted and how it arose. But for this it was Ticces.sary— 
(l^to present the capitalistic method of production in its historical 
connection and its incvitablcness during a particular historical )icrind, 
ini therefore, also, to present its inevitable downfall; and (2) to lay 
bare its essential character, which was still a secret. Tliis was done by 
the discovery of svrplm-value. It was shown that the appropriation of 
unpaid labour is tJie basis of the capitalist mode of production and of 
the exploitation of the worker that occurs under it; that even if the 
capitalist buys the labor-power of his lalrorer at its full value as a com¬ 
modity on the market, he yet extracts more value from it than he paid 
for; and that in the ultimate analysis this surplus-value forms tbn.se 
sums of value from which are heaped up the constantly increasing masses 
of capital in the hands of the possessing classes. ’The genesis of oa]i- 
italist production and the production of capital were both explained. 

These two great discoveries, the materialistic conception of history 
and the revelation of the secret of capitalistic production through sur¬ 
plus-value, wc owe to Marx. With these discoveries Socialism became 
a science. The next thing was to work out all its details and relations.

Foi everyday purposes we know and can say, e. g., whether an 
aninud is alive or not. But, upon cfoaer inquiry, we .find that this ^ 
in ;manv cases, a very complex question, as the jurists know very well, 
Thev have eudgelled their brains in Vain to discover a rational limit 
beyond which .the killing of the child in its mothers womb is murder.

penetrate. And we find, m like manner, that cause and effect are con¬ 
ceptions which only hold good in their application to individnal-cases, 
but as soon as we consider the individual cases' in tiieir general connec¬ 
tion with the universe as a whole, they run into each other, and they 
become confounded when we contemplate that universal acti^ and re¬ 
action in which causes and effects are eternally changing placn, so that 
what is effect here and now will be cause there and then, and vice versa. 

No one of these processes and modes of thought enters into the 
framework of metaphysical reasoning. Dialectics, on the other hand, 
comprehends things and their repTMentationa, ideas, iQ_ their essential 
connection, concatenation, motion, origin, and ending. Such processes 
as those mentioned above are, the^ore, so many corroborations of its 
own method of procedure. 

Nature is the proof of dialectics, and it must-be said for modem 
science tiiat it has furnished this proof with very rich materials in¬ 
creasing daily, and thus has shown that, in the last resort. Nature 
works dialectically and not metaphysically; that she does not move in 
tte eternal oneness of a perpetually recurring circle, but goes through 
a real historical evolution. In this connection Darwin must be named 
before all bOieTs. He dealt the metaphysical conception of Nature the 
heaviest blow by his proof that all organic beings, plants, animals, and 
man himself, are the products of a process of evolution going on 
through millions of years. But the naturalists who have learned to 
think dialectically are few and fair between, and this conflict of the 
results of discovery witii preconceived modes of thinking explains the 
endless confusisn now reigning in theoretical natnral science, the des¬ 
pair of teachers as well as learners, of authors and readers alike. 

An exact representation of the universe, of its evolction, of the 
development of mankind, and of the reflection of this evolution in the 
mindx of men, can therefore only be obtained by tho methods of dia¬ 
lectics with its constant regard to the innumerable actioii.'-. and reac¬ 
tions of life and death, of progressive or retrogressive chqng'is. And in 
this spirit the new German philosophy has worked. Kant began his 
career by resolving the stable solar system of Newton and its eternal 
duration, after the famous initial impulse had once been ,'pven. into 
the result of a historic process, the formation of the sun aad all the 
planets out of a rotating nebulous mass. From this he at the same 
time drew the conclusion-that, given this origin of the solar system, its 
future death followed of necessity. His theory half a century later was 
established mathematically by Laplace, and half a century after that 
the spectroscope proved the existence in space of such incandescent 
mas.ses of ga.s in various-stages of condensation. 

The -new German philosophy culminated in the Hegelian system. 
In this system—and herein is its great merit—for the first time the 
whole irorld. natural, historical, intellectual, is represented as a pro- 
'ces.-i. i. e., ns in constant motion, change, transformation, development, 
and the attempt is made to trace out the internal rimncction that 
makes a continuous whole of all this movement and development. 
Froitj this point of view the history of mankind no longer appeared as 
a wild whirl of senseless deeds of violence, all equally condemnable at 
the judgment scat of mature philosophic reason, and which are best 
fqrgottcn as quickly as possible; but as the process of evolution of man 
himself. It was now the task of the intellect to follow the gradual 
march of this process through all its devious ways, and to trace out the 
inner law running through all its apparently accidental phenomena. 

That tlie Hegelian system' did not solve the problem it pro¬ 
pounded is here immaterial. Its epoch-mnking merit was that it pro¬ 
pounded the problem. This problem is one that no single individual 
will ever be able to solve. Although Hegel was—witli .Saint Simon— 
the mo.nt encyclopaedic mind of his time, yet he was limited, first, by 
the necessarily limited extent of his own knowledge and conceptions of 
his age. To these limits a third must V added. Hegel was an idealist. 
To him the thoughts wHbin his brain were not the more or less abstract 

S ictures of ^nal things and processes, but, conversely, thing.s and 
leir evolution were only the realised pictnre.s of the “Idea,” existing 
somewhere from eternity hefore the world was. This way of thinking 
turned everything upside down, and completely reversed the actual con¬ 
nection of things in the world. Correctly and ingeniously as many 
individual groups of facts were grasped by Hegel, yet, for the reasons 
just given, there is much that is batched, artificiM, labored, in a word, 
wrong in point of detail. The Hegelian system, in itsejf, was a colossal 
miscarriage—but it was also the lost of its kind. It was suffering, in 
fact, from an internal and incurable contradiction. Upon the one hand, 
its essential proposition was the conception that human history is a 
process of evoluition, which, by its very nature, cannot find its intel¬ 
lectual term in tlie discovery of any so-called abso'ate truth. But, on 
the other hand', it laid claim to being the very e'eence of his absolute 
truth, A system of natural and historical knowl jdge, embracing every¬ 
thing, and final for all time, is a contradiction to ^c fundamental law 
of dialectic reasoning. This law, indeed, by no means excludes, bnt, on 
thfr contrary, includes the idea that the systematic knowledge of the 
external universe con make giant strides from age to age. 

'The pereoptioD of the fundamental contradiction in German ideal¬ 
ism lid necessarily back to materialism, but nota bene, not to tho simp- 
,ly metaphysical, exclusively mechanical materialism of the eighteenth 
century. Old materialism looked upon all previous history as a crude 
heap of irrationality and violence; modem materialism secs in it the 
proccM of evolution of humanity, and aims at discovering tho laws 
therWf. With the French of the eighteenth century, and even with 
Heg<p, the penoeption obtained of Nature as a whole, moving in nar¬ 
row circles,'and forever immutable, with its eternal celestial oodies, as 
NewtonV'artd uhalterahle organic species, as Linnaeus, taught. Modem 
materialism embraces the more recent discoveries of natural’ science, 
according to which Nature also has its history in time, the cclestiai 
bodies, like the organic species that, under favorable conditions, people 
them, being born and periling. .And even if Nature, as a whole, 
must still bo said to move in recurrent cycles, these cycles assume ini
